Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to teach the claimed 
invention of a web component test client. Specifically, independent claims 1 , 4, 9, 16, 
17, and 18 disclose the specification of given tests to perform on a component and 
performing tests on that component. 

4. The closest prior art of Helgeson et al teaches the use of web components but 
fails to teach or suggest the specification of given tests to perform on a component and 
performing tests on that component. Only to the extent that this feature is not in the prior 
art cited by Examiner, the present case is held allowable over the prior art of record. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
